T h e G r a v e o f S a r g ' e n t S.^ P r e n t i s s . 
To the left of the road stood the 
commodious Sargent mansion, and op- 
posite to it, in an opening in the oaks, 
there was an inclosure surrounded by a 
brick wall. 
There was no one about 
the Sargent house, and the park was 
as silent as death. 
The few dead twigs 
we stepped upon snapped sharp with 
startling noise. 
Nothing could be more 
quiet, and I thought surely if there is 
peace in the grave those sleeping within 
that inclosure have secured it.

A small slab was his foot stone. His 
grave was the mother earth, and time 
and winter's rains had washed away the 
mound until it was level with the sur- 
rounding 
ground. 
Except for the 
tombstone the loot would tread upon it, 
not knowing it was a grave. The 
grasses budded brightly above him, and 
tiiree or four little unknown weeds, 
with a yellow and white star, blossomed 
over his breast. 
At his foot a blush- 
rose was growing, and in it were some 
buds. 


Here, between that little stone at the 
foot and - the latter slab at the head, 
was the compass of all the intellectual 
victories, wondrous powers, and giant 
mind of one of America's greatest men. 
If the homage and regard of a nation is 
judged by the token of monument and 
cenotaph, then, indeed, has Sargent S. 
Prentiss been forgotten. 
The humor, 
wit, lofty sentiment, patriotism, and 
glory of such a man all earned for him 
but the mere room in earth the beggar 
receives in potter's field. Mississippi 
should be too proud of bim to allow 
one of her brighte t gems to become so

COSTLY STUFF. 


What It Requires to Buy Liquor 
in Cincinnati. 


Investigations made by the Cincinnati 
chamber of commerce shi^w that during 
the year ending August 31, 1885, there 
was consumed io Cincinnati, including 
Covington, Newport and other suburbs, 
553,985 barrels, or 17,173,535 gallons of 
malt liquors, or 47,050 gallons per day. 
For this 
liquor the Price Current 
estimates that the people paid about 
$10,000,000, or $27,400 per day, or «25 
per annnm for each individoal of the 
population, including chDdren. In ad- 
dition to this tax upon industry is the 
amount expended for spirituous liquors, 
cigars, tobacco, etc. 


Tt-n millions of dollars! 
What would 
this sum do? It would purchase 
thousand farms of a hundred acres each, 
at $100 per acre, which would be equiv- 
alent to a t erritory twelve and a half 
miles square, Ijiug in the best farming 
regions of Ohio or Kentucky, and in- 
cluding all buildings, orchards, roads 
and other improvements. 


It would purchase 10,000 building lots 
in the suburbs of the great city where it 
was swallowed, and build on each of 
these a neat cottage -of four or five 
rooms, and thus make a comfortable 
home for each 10,000 laboring men's 
families, or 50,000 persons. 


It would buy 100,000,000 pounds of 
meat, at tea cents per pound—enough 
to iumish an army of 100,000 men with 
the standard army ration for a year. 


It would buy nearly 2,000,000 barrels 
of the best grade of flour—enough to 
furnish a year's supply of bread for 400,- 
000 people—more than the entire popu- 
lation of the cities named.

in the relative proportions of these in- 
gredients. It is supposed that the de- 
gree of carbonization of the wood from 
which the charcoal is made plays a 
prominent part in the new discovery, as 
the color of the powder seems to indi- 
cate ; as also that the dangerous explo- 
sions in mixing and preparing it may 
henceforth be prevented. Of special 
strategetic importance is the fact that 
tbe smoke of the brown powder is much 
thinner, and hence will more quickly 
disappear than that produced by the 
black powder.
